Elaborate “Balloon Boy ” hoax captures news outlets for weeks. Parents 
claimed that their son had been caputred by a large balloon. 
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The 2009-10 Ohio mens basketball team saved 
their best ball for the home stretch of the season 
and it paid off in a big way. 

The Bobcats ended the season with a 6-1 mark in 
March after winning just 16 of their first 30 games. 
The last of those final six wins the most improbable, 
a first-round win in the NCAA Tournament over 
the Georgetown Hoyas that will surely never be 
forgotten by the team and its fans. 

The Bobcats (22-15) were the 13th seed in the 
Midwest Region, but John Groces team didn’t 
seem intimidated by the 3rd-seeded Hoyas. They 
hit 13-of-23 three-point attempts to cruise to a 97- 
83 victory. The Bobcats did fall to the Tennessee 
Volunteers in the second round of the tournament, 
but that did little to undermine the incredible upset 
victory over Georgetown. 

That NCAA Tournament win, the teams first since 
1983, would have never been possible if not for the 
Bobcat s strong showing in the MAC Tournament. 

The team entered the MAC Tourney as the ninth 
seed and seemed like a likely bet to be bounced 
early. The Bobcats had other plans, winning four 
games in seven days to earn an automatic bid in the 
NCAA Tournament. 

Junior Armon Bassett earned MAC Tournament 
MVP honors after averaging a spectacular 29 
points in the team s four games. He also set a MAC 
Tournament record with 116 points and 49 free 
throws. 

Bassett and freshman point guard D.J. Cooper 
combined for 48 points in the MAC championship 
game against the Akron Zips. Ohio won that 
contest 81-75 in overtime to earn the teams first 
MAC Championship since 2005. 

Bassett, who averaged 17.1 points and 3.3 assists for 
the season, earned Honorable Mention All-MAC 
honors for the season. Cooper was named the 
MAC Freshman of the Year after he averaged 13.5 
points and 5.4 assists. Kenneth Van Kempen, the 
teams only senior, averaged 6.8 points and a team- 
high 6.7 rebounds. 
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It was a disappointing season for the Ohio 
women’s basketball team in 2009-10, but 
even with their struggles the team competed 
until the season’s final buzzer. 

Even though they were just 8-21 in the 
regular season, the Bobcats nearly pulled 
off a victory in the first round of the MAC 
Tournament. They lost 69-66 to the higher- 
seeded Central Michigan Chippewas and 
were paced by 17 points from senior Jenny 
Poff. 

Poff led the way offensively for the Bobcats 
all season, averaging a team-best 11.4 points. 
She was followed closely by fellow senior 
guard Jennifer Bushby, who averaged 10.4 
points. Busby scored her 1000 career point 
in February against Toledo, becoming just 
the 13th Bobcat to ever accomplish the feat. 

“I was really blessed to have an opportunity 
to play all four years here at Ohio,” Busby 
said after the game. “From my freshman 
year, I've just had an opportunity to come 
in here and do some good things for this 
basketball team.” 

Ohio was most successful when playing at 
home this season, winning seven of their 15 
games inside the Convocation Center. They 
couldn’t overcome their inconsistent play 
on the road, however, as they went just 1-14 
away from home. 

The Bobcats played some of their best 
basketball to start the season. They won 
three of their first six games, with all three 
victories coming by at least 12 points. 

Coach Semeka Randall’s team got their most 
lopsided victory in early January when they 
defeated Colgate 74-40. The Bobcats were 
firing on all cylinders for much of the second 
half, outscoring the Raiders 34-5 over the 
final 17 minutes. Poff and Bushby combined 
for 25 points as the Bobcats shot nearly 54 
percent from the field. 

Bushby earned Honorable Mention All- 
MAC after the season, while Poff was named 
to the Academic All-MAC team. 
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Coming off their 2nd place finish at the MAC Championship 
in the 2008-2009 season, the Ohio University Swimming and 
Diving team came in to the season looking to make the jump 
to champions. 

The Bobcats started off their great regular season winning the 
first two meets against MAC opponents, Akron and Buffalo, 
in Athens. 

From there the Bobcats traveled to Akron to compete in the 
Akron Invitational. The team was in second place until the 
final day of competition where they won three events and set 
two meet records to cap off the weekend and secure the title. 

The first place finish set the pace for the rest of the regular 
season for the Bobcats as they went on to win the final seven 
dual meets to wrap up the regular season. The victories 
included wins over conference rivals, Miami, Ball St., and 
Eastern Michigan. 





To finish off their season the swim and dive team traveled 
to Oxford, Ohio for the MAC Championships. The team 
finished 3rd overall at the meet, but the Bobcats captured 
four individual titles and one relay title. Junior Rachel Heim 
finished her incredible season by earning the MAC Co- 
Swimmer of the Year award. Senior Chelsey Bower was also 
recognized for her efforts this season. Bower earned the 
conference s Senior Swimmer of the Year award. 
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The Bobcat wrestling team returned all ten 
starters this season and the experience paid 
off. Ohio wrestling finished 12-5 overall, 
3-2 in the MAC. The team went 3-0 off 
the top of the season, suffering its first lost 
against 15th-ranked Edinboro after tying 
for 4th at the Reno Tournament and 6th at 
the Southern Scuffle. 



In conference matches, Ohio tookNorthern 
Illinois, Buffalo, and Eastern Michigan to 
the mat but fell to No. 20 Kent State and 
No. 6 Central Michigan, finishing third in 
the MAC. At the MAC Championship 
tournament, Erik Schuth took the title in 
the 197-lb. bracket, becoming Ohio s 101st 
wrestling conference champion. 

Germane Lindsey stole the show for the 
Bobcats at the NCAA Championships 
in Omaha, Nebraska, where Ohio tied 
for 35th overall as a team. Seth Morton, 
Nick Purdue, Erik Schuth, and Jacob Ison 
also attended. Lindsey finished 6th in the 
tournaments 141 lb. bracket. He was also 
named an All-American, making him the 
24th Ohio wrestler to earn the designation. 
In other post-season accolades, Morton 
was named to the Division I All-Academic 
team. 
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The past season for Onio Hockey was one filled with a 
whole lot mote “ups” than “downs.” The team reeled off 15 
consecutive wins en route to a 34-10-0-3 record. 


The Bobcats, ranked in the Top-5 all year, stormed through 
the regular season-earning the CSCHL Regular Season Title. 
Ohio made a strong case for the award with a middle-of-the- 
season sweep of #1 Lindenwood, who went on to win the 
ACHA National Title for the second consecutive year. 

In the CSCHL Tournament, the Bobcats blew past Robert 
Morris and Iowa State, before falling to Lindenwood in the 
Finals. 

At the National Tournament in Bensenville, IL, the 3-seed 
‘Cats rode strong play on both sides of the puck to the final 
four. But in the semi-final contest, they bowed to Iowa State, 
a team they beat three times during the season. 

However, with a stellar team effort also came individual 
accolades. Goaltender Paul Marshall capped off his senior 
campaign being named both CSCHL and ACHA Player of 
The Year. Coach Dan Morris was given the CSCHL Coach 
of the Year honor, and was in contention for National Coach 
of the Year. 


The squad loses only three players: Marshall, forward Ryan 
Tessmer, and defensemen Justin Farmer.
